Romulus Mayor Testifies Before Congress re Casinos 


On Wednesday, the House Natural 
Resources Committee heard testimony re- 
garding legislation that could pave the way 
for a casino in Romulus. 

House Resolution 4115 — sponsored 
by Congressman John D. Dingell (D—Dear- 
born) — would settle a dispute involving the 
Sault Ste. Marie Chippewa Indians by al- 
lowing them to take land in Romulus in 
exchange for their agreement to abandon 
claim to land in the Charlotte Beach area 
of the Upper Peninsula. 

Among those who appeared before the 
Committee in support of HR 4115 was 
Mayor Alan R. Lambert, who read a pre- 


_ pared statement regarding what he believes 


to be a vital issue for his hometown. | 

“In December of 2003,” said Lambert, 
“Romulus had a referendum vote asking our 
residents if they would want a casino de- 
velopment in the City of Romulus. The resi- 
dents overwhelmingly voted in favor of al- 
lowing a casino development in the City 
limits. I believe, as do the residents of Rom- 
ulus, that this casino would be a benefit to 
the City of Romulus, and would also pro- 
vide huge benefits to the entire region, as 
well as to the State of Michigan. 


“Former Governor Engler agreed when 
he signed a settlement agreement with the 
Sault Tribe in December 2002, resolving 
their land claim. Governor Granholm also 
has approved the Settlement Agreement and 
has asked for your support. 

“We have patiently waited for this to 
move forward as the Michigan economy has 
worsened. We are concerned that the most 
vocal opposition to a casino may not even 
be from our area. 

“With Michigan in a one-state reces- 
sion, jobs are leaving the state faster than 
any other state. We live in one of the lead- 
ing counties in the nation for the number 
of home foreclosures, and it is getting worse 
each day. We have lost hundreds of thou- 
sands of jobs in Michigan, and there is no 
one bringing those jobs back. I feel that a 
proposal such as the casino could bring 
three to four thousand new jobs and mil- 
lions of dollars of revenue, not only to the 
City of Romulus, but also to the southeast 
region and the State of Michigan. This is a 
win-win for everyone. This is something 
that has to be done, and somebody has to 
step in and help. 

“T want to personally thank Congress- 


man John Dingell, Congressman Bart Stu- 
pak, and Congresswoman Candace Miller 
for all their efforts in Washington [and] 
Governors Engler and Granholm ... [They] 
understand the importance of the project 
and its impact to the state and region. 

“In addition, it is important to note 
that the City of Romulus is working in part- 
nership with Wayne County, the Airport 
Authority staff, and the neighboring com- 
munities on an ‘Aerotropolis Regional Eco- 
nomic Development Plan.’ As you may be 
aware, the Aerotropolis plan includes the 
development and growth of new industry, 
high-tech business, and quality entertain- 
ment opportunities along the I-94 corridor, 
extending from the Detroit River to Ann 
Arbor. Romulus is centrally located along 
this corridor, and the casino located here 
would further act as a catalyst to jump-start 
this Aerotropolis dream into a reality. Imple- 
mentation of the Aerotropolis plan will 
place this region front and center for new 
economic investment in Michigan. 

“The Sault project can be the catalyst 
for additional developments to come to the 
City, Aerotropolis, and southeast Michigan.

“In closing, I want to stress the urgency 
of getting this approved for the positive 
economic impact it would have on our 
area.” 

Following his testimony, Lambert an- 
swered questions about issues of concern. 

“They wanted to know about things 
like potential public safety problems, and 
our ability to work with Tribal police,” said 
Lambert. “We were well prepared to address 
those questions because, on a local level, 
we have been working for years to iron out 
such details with the Tribe.” 

Among those who expressed their op- 
position to HR 4115 were Representative 
Carolyn Cheeks Kilpatrick (D—Detroit) and 
her son, Detroit Mayor Kwame Kilpatrick, 
both of whom fear that a casino in Romu- 
lus would draw business from the estab- 
lished Detroit casinos. Arguments mustered 
by them and other opponents dealt with 
issues like the distance (about 350 miles) 
between Romulus and the Tribe's reserva- 


tion, as well as the belief that Dingell’s legis- 
lation would fly in the face of a 2004 State 
referendum limiting the expansion of gam- 
bling without the approval of Michigan 
voters. 

Despite those who spoke against HR 
4115, Lambert came away from the day's 
events with a good feeling. 

“I think it went well,” he said. “We 
had strong support from both sides of the 
aisle — including Democratic Representa- 
tive Bart Stupak and Republic Representa- 
tive Candice Miller — and our arguments 
regarding the potential impact on the 
economy were persuasive.” 

According to Lambert, the Commit- 
tee took no vote on Wednesday, but will 
meet again for further consideration of both 
HR 4115 and a similar resolution (HR 
2176), sponsored by Stupak, regarding the 
Bay Mills Indian Community and a pro- 
posed site in Port Huron. He added that a 
vote would probably be held around Feb- 
ruary 14. LJ 





Dingell Endorses Clinton for President 


On Wednesday, Congressman John D.

Lewkowicz’s father, the late John B. 
Lewkowicz, suggested that he join the 
Greater Romulus Chamber of Commerce 
in the 1980s. In 1984, he was elected to 
the Board of Directors, and has remained 
on the Board ever since — except for one 


year, when a former bylaw prohibited a . 


member from serving two consecutive 
terms. His work for the Chamber has in- 
cluded two years (1992-94) as its president 
as well as stints on various committees. 

Another organization with which Lew- 
kowicz has enjoyed a long affiliation is the 
Romulus Historical Society. In 1988, the 
renovation of the city’s historic “Little Red 
School House” was in full swing, and he 
was one of many Society volunteers who 
helped transform the building into the cur- 
rent Romulus Historical Museum. With the 
help of his wife, Lewkowicz manufactured 
and installed the “Dutch lap” siding that 
was needed to make repairs to the building’s 
exterior. (The building was originally con- 
structed in 1839, and the pattern was no 
longer available.) 

Eventually, Lewkowicz was appointed 
to the Romulus Historical Commission. As 
its current chairman, he organized work 
parties to clean up the exterior of the city’s 
historic Peter C. Bird house. 

Lewkowicz believes that the high point 
of his service to the Commission occurred 
when the city’s historic Wabash freight 


_ house was relocated to Romulus Historic 


Park and subsequently renovated through 
the collaborative efforts of the Commission, 
the Romulus Historical Society, the City 
of Romulus Community Development 
Department and Public Works depart- 
ments, the Romulus Downtown Develop- 
ment Authority, and the 34th District 
Court work program. In order to make ends 
meet, he secured private donations of 
money and materials to make up shortfalls. 

In spite of his busy schedule, Lewko- 
wicz maintained involvement in the lives 
of his children, and this also led him into 
more volunteer activities. For fiye years, he 
was the leader of Cub Scouts Pack 872 (St. 
Aloysius, Romulus). During this period, his 
son John earned the rank of Webelo Two 
and his Arrow of Light award. Lewkowicz

also supervised the Webelos when they per- 
formed a major cleanup effort at Historic 
Fort Wayne in Detroit. 

Currently, Lewkowicz serves as an as- 
sistant scoutmaster for St. Aloysius Boy 
Scouts Iroop 872. Once a year, the Romu- 
lus Goodfellow organization calls on him 
to supervise the Boy Scouts as they deliver 
food packages to both of the city’s senior- 
citizen apartment complexes. He also trans- 
fers food collected during the Scouts’ an- 
nual “Can Do Food Drive” to the Helping 
Hand Thrift Shop of Romulus. 

Additionally, Lewkowicz has assisted 
local Eagle Scouts candidates in finding ser- 
vice projects that would improve the Rom- 
ulus community, and helped them meet the 
officials who could approve their projects. 
This led to the Scouts working on the 
Kingsley house landscaping, Elmer Johnson 
Park, and the Romulus Veterans Memorial. 

For four years in a row, Lewkowicz 
supplied the tools, some of the materials, 
and the supervision when Romulus High 
School’s Class of 2008 (of which his daugh- 
ter Rebecca is a member) built its annual 
Homecoming float. He was also asked to 
chaperone for a memorable trip to Gettys- 
burg when Rebecca was in the eighth grade, 
and chaperoned numerous field trips when 
his children were in grade school. 

When the annual St. Aloysius Festival 
was a going concern, Lewkowicz volun-. 
teered for the event, working behind the 
scenes on various tasks rather than serving 
on a particular committee. Among his du- 
ties was cleaning up the grounds each morn- 
ing before the festival began — a job that, 
for many years, he performed mostly on his 
own. Eventually, the 34th District Court 
workers began to pitch in, and he welcomed 
the opportunity to utilize their services. 

Outside of the community, Lewkowicz 
is a volunteer for the Motorsports Hall of 
Fame of America, located in Novi, Michi- 
gan. He is also a 28-year member of the 
Society of Manufacturing Engineers, and, 
has, at various times, served as secretary, 
program chairman, and chairman of SME - 
Downriver Chapter 198. 

Plans for an awards dinner in Lewko- 
wiczs honor are pending, and will be an- 
nounced in the near future.

sentation that included the staging of a 
purse-snatching. Afterward, students were 
asked to provide as many details as they 
could recall about the perpetrator. “The 
démonstration illustrated the critical impor- 
tance of making accurate observations when 
witnessing a crime,” Wadsworth said.
